The question of co-existence, particularly in 
our day, interests literally every man and 
woman on the globe. 

We all of us well know that tremendous (dianges 
have taken place In the world. Gone, indeed, are the 
days when it took weeks to cross the ocean from one 
continent to the other or when a trip from Europe to 
America, or from Asia to Africa, seemed a very com¬ 
plicated undertaking. 

The progress of modem technology has reduced our 
planet to a rather small place; it has even become, in 
this sense, quite congested

There atiU are plenty of aged men 
In their 3Qa and 40i wheeling fighter planea 
through the aky at a nine-mUe-a-minute cUp. 

These relics of the 1999^ war. many of them 
veterans of Hurricanes and SpKfir^. expect to be 
good for several more yean of useful service to 
Canada tnithe air. So I learned on a visit to No. 3 
fighter wing of the RCAF here. 

* * * 

Such men have far outlasted the Hurricane 
itself. For many years after the war, Hurricanes 
have been flown on ceremonial (ly-pairis. as a re¬ 
minder of the days when "The Few” saved Britain. 

Recently, however, H was announced that the 
warrime fighter planes could not be flown even for 
display purposes, because there was no guarantee 
that they could be brought up to the proper 
standard of safety and serviceability. 

The news brought a pang of nostalgia to 
people who were old enou)^ to remember the war. 

It reminded'them forcibly how much time had gone 
by.

I met several agrtl fighter pilots during my 
visit to this wing and to other RCAF .statioas. All 
of them swore that they were in good physical 
shape, and they must have been telling the truth, 
because they must pass rigorous physical exam¬ 
inations every 12 months or less. 

That doi^n't mean that any of us elderly 
Caspar Mllquetoa.sts can go knocking on the doors 
of the RCAF and expect to be signed up as jet 
pilots. That isn’t so. The majority of pilots are 
young men and the RCAF isn’t accepting quadra¬ 
genarians as new aircrew.

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U.K. General Election 


P ROROGATION for the Mother of 
ParlUments and i.s.suancc of a 
writ for a general election in the 
United Kingdom on October 8 ended 
.peculation thi.i week a. to when 
Prime Minister Macmillan’s adminis¬ 
tration would call this test of 
strength. Kor months an early elec¬ 
tion in Great Britain has been pre¬ 
dicted. but on Tuesday formal an¬ 
nouncement of the government's de¬ 
cision was made. The campaign com¬ 
mencing will he short and presum¬ 
ably sharp. Solid recoN'eis' in the 
monetary position of the United 
Kingdom, cotipled with avoidam-e of 
Inflation and a steadily maintained 
and growing volume of world trade 
have resulted from the economic 
Stringencies of a few years ago. 
Also, this iwovery has enhanced the 
administration’s support. 

With the pos.slble exception of 
Germany, whose economic recovery 
has been the bright example in con¬ 
tinental Europe, the United King¬ 
dom has come from farther behind 
and reached a higher trading level 
than has been hw of almost any 
other nation In the western ihemis- 
phere. Heavy taxation, restricted 
spending on the home front, intensifi¬ 


cation of sales overseas and income- 
conscious hudgetting piloted the 
United Kingdom through the worst 
of Its postwar monetary problems. 
For jome >ears now its economy 
has been sharply on the uptrend; 
with ea.sement of domestic restric¬ 
tions. reduction in ta.xation and a 
steadily mounting volume of produc¬ 
tion and trade. As the party guiding 
that nation-wide effort, the Conser¬ 
vatives are sailing under sunny skies. 

The coming lest will be Chiefly 
lielween the government’s supporters 
and a still formidable Labor opposi¬ 
tion. The IJberals have enjoy^ a 
nominal resurgence in activity, but it 
is doubtful If their candidates in this 
election will do more than cut an 
anticipated heavy Conservative ma¬ 
jority in the next Parliament. The 
Liberals are l)eing nominated mainly 
in Conservative-held ridings, so that 
Mr. Macmillan and his supporters face 
a two-pronged attack from the divid¬ 
ed opposition. It is I-abor alone which 
carries weight as an alternative to 
the Macmillan govemment. Seriously 
upset by schisms and surfering from 
n^ular recoil from Labor’s natlonal- 
iiatlnn policies. Mr. Gaitskell and his 
supporters are entering the test In a 
weakened position. 


Dangerous Dawdlers 


M otorLSTS who drive at speeds 
far below those permitted by 
law have come under fire again, this 
time from the Victoria Automobile 
(Tub, which wants the RCMP to 
prosecute "slowpokes” on the high¬ 
ways. Under the provincial highway 
regulations the RC’MP patrols have 
the authority ,to lay charges against 
dawdling drivers, as have the munici¬ 
pal police forces. Prosecutions are 
uncommon, however, the practice 
being to l.s,sue warnings when slow 
drivers are found to be holding up 
streams of traffic. <, 

The slowpoke Is a dangerous 
element on the highway, the indirect 
cause of many serious aci-idents on 
those arteries which have only a 
single lane in either diix-ction. By 
holding the psue of a. procession of 
cars down to that of his own rhtms- 
Ing he goads others into buisits of 
Illegal or dangemus s|ieed in attempts 
to pass when it may he unsafe to do 
so. It a fatal crash results the 
dawdling driver rarely is involved, 
though he may have been the pri¬ 
mary cause of it all, or at least an 
aggravating factor. 

Most people who leap in to de¬ 
fend the slow drivers do so In the 
mistaken belief that attempts ate 
being made to compel them to diive 
faster than they wish. B.C. has 
maximum speed limits, but there is 


no such thing as a minimum limit 
and it is not an offence to drive at. 
say li.j mlles-an-hour in a .Vl-mile 
zone. It is an oflente, however, to 
drive anywheie at such a speed or 
in such a manner as to Impede the 
normal flow of traffic. There is noth¬ 
ing unreasonable In such a law; on 
the contrary the rode would he most 
unreasonahie to the majority if if 
weie not there. 

The chief complaint against the 
dawdling driver is not so much on 
the score of his sia-ed as the position 
he occupies on tl>e highway. ’The 
slow7K)ke almost always hugs the 
dividing line, thereby making it im¬ 
possible for those la'hind to overtake 
and pass without risk of collision with 
oncoming traffic. 

Slowpoke driving coml)ined with 
line-hugging is a manifestation of sel¬ 
fish, thoughtless disi-egard for the 
convenience and safety of others. It 
is just as bad-mannered as loitering 
in a busy doonvay and thereby 
blocking people from parsing through. 
The considerate driver two wishes to 
drive below the normel speed keeps 
an e>e on his rear-view mirror and' 
if he' sees that he is causing a hold¬ 
up. moves over to let rther vehictes 
pass in safet.v. Those dawd,lcrs who 
refuse to display what is after all nd 
more than common decency deserve 
to be punished. 


Power from Fission 


P ROBABI-E selection of a aile in 
Bi-uce County, Ontario, for erec¬ 
tion nf Canada’s first heavy-duty elec¬ 
trical power plant based on nucU'ar 
fission will move fortvard the day 
when the ultimate product can go on 
stream in the industrial life of the 
nation. F.ver since 1*VI2 Canada has 
been actively experimenting In nu¬ 
clear fLssion. Its nuclear role In the 
war period was confined chiefly to 
scientific testing and the production 
of some fissionable materials. From 
the beginning, however. Canadian 
technicians have wanted to gel at the 
waiting challenge, development of nu¬ 
clear energy for civil purposes. 

The Bruce County reactor may 
be several years in construction and

testing befor* ultimate power pro¬ 
duction, but with an output of 268,(X)0 
Hanep<iwer then and a heavy-water 
moderator it will he unicpie of its 
kind in the world. 

In 1957 Great Britain i)ut nuclear 
power Into its first industrial use 
through graphite mdderaled reactors. 
The United States has developed 
different types of reactors, mostly 
using enriched atomic fuels. It may 
remain for (’anada to make the first 
major u.se of heavy-wafer reactors 
under actual load conditions. A small 
pilot plant to be hull! next year for 
testing purposes will be the precursor 
of the CANDU (deuterium) develop¬ 
ment. but scientific interest will focus 
on the full-scale nuclear power plant 
when it Is ready.

Another common deception is 
practised by young jnarned women.

.<he makes an application to the 
unenwloymept insurance commission 
for payments and colJf<is her money 
weekly for periods of time that in 
some cases would surprise and even 
shock commi.saion officers. 

In both these |n.sian<’e»». the pc^iple 
have public opinion on their side to a 
laige degree through an improper 
Uhderstandmg ol the fund. The argu¬ 


ment used to minimize the ctime of 
Iheir cheating is that they have been 
paying premiunis legularly for yrais 
and will never have a chance to derive 
any benefits from thus money. 

The statement Ihqt they have been 
paying for protoition in <aM* disaster 
oveilook them sounds weak especi¬ 
ally when they have been effu lent 
and faithful employees and have 
n‘»ver been In any danger of Uriitng 
their jobs. They can always think of 
a*veral pe«»ple who have lost Jobs 
repeatedly bcause of their inability 
to work competently nr through sheer 
laziness and yet have been able to 
collfct money legally. The case for 
the pensioners seems even stronger. 
The chances are that moat of them 
have been making contributiona to 
the fund ever since it was instituted 
almost 20 years ago. 


perhaps there is a way to .satisfy 
the peop'e who have been making 
weekly payments for subslanlial 
lengths of irme and than leave thetr 
work for. other than Whe normal 
reasons, and stiil save the (ommission 
many thousands of dollars that It Is 
being hamhuozled Into paying out 
illegally. LegisUtion could be intro¬ 
duced to allow the commijvsion to 
pay off people in these categories a 
sum set at srjrne percentage of their 
contnbiuions. 

Such a plan would be welcomed 
by the many who must fnel uncom- 
fortwhle about cheating and yet feel 
a cerutn justifKation for iKok action.

The planting of j»prlng flnwering 
buIlM is just about the easiest and 
most rewarding form •/ gardening 
and. with every garden shop In town 
displaying great bins filled with theaa 
little brown capsules of beauty, there 
comes a strong urge to kirk a hole 
in the piggy hank and blow ouraelvea 
to dozens and dozens of glorious 
tulips and daffs and iris bulbs. 

This is a healthy impulse and I’m 
all for indulging it to the limit even 
if the landlord has to wait for the 
rent, but I want to urge you to save 
out a couple of bucks for the little 
bulbs crorus. srMwdreps. adllas, 
snowflakes and the like. 

True, you get a magnificent spla.sh 
of color with the tulips and the daffs. 
but there is a grace and dellca<y 
about the little bulb flowers which 
should earn them an honored place in 
your garden. 

see 

Galanthus nivalis, the common 
snowdrop, needs cool, moist soil with 
rather deep planting and one common 
mistake with this dainty suhiect it to 
pot the bulbs into thin, sandy soil In 
full sun. Give this snowdrop lots of 
Icafmould in the soil and a spot 
nestling between the surface roots of 
a hig tree, and It will colonize and 
spread over quite an area. 

?'or lighter soil and a sunnier 
situation, a better rhoice would be 
Atkin’s snowdrop. Galanthus Imperatl 


Atkinsil. It has beautifully shaped 
bells, a little larger than the common 
kind, and la particularly useful for 
brightening up the sunny portion of a 
rock garden in midwinter All snow¬ 
drops should be planted three Inches 
deep and three Inches apart and the 
earlier you buy and plant your bulbs, 
the better. 

T*he snowflakr has pretty much 
the same tastes in soil and aspect as 
the snowdrop, favoring cool, 'moist 
soil and deep planting. I like one 
called Leurojum aestivum or Sum¬ 
mer Snowflake, producing six to eight 
large flowers to a cluster in early 
May. f 

see 

The Spring Snowflake. I^ucojum 
vemum. Uooma at the same time as 
the snowdrops and is well worth 
planting, not only for its fat white 
bells tipped with green, but also for 
its delicious spiev* scent. 

The .snowflakes seem to he quite 
a bit more expensive than snowdrops, 
running from $U0 to a do/m. 

while all but the rarest kinds of 
snowdrops can be picked up for 50 
to 6.5 cents a dozen. 

There is a new Winter Aconite on 
the market now which is a suh.stan- 
ttal improvenreni on the older kinds. 
It is called Eranthis Tuhergenii. a 
hybrid with much larger gnlden vct 
low flowers and. because these flow¬ 
ers are incapable of producing seed, 
the plants remain in bloom nswr a 
much longer period of time. The 


bulbs run around $1 50 a dozen as 
against 50 cenia for the ordiit^ry 
Winter Aconite. 

* ♦ - a 

The flower of the Winter Aconite 
^s rather like an oversize buttercup 
but with each bloom wearing an 
Elizabethan ruff of emerald green, 
under the golden petals. They like a 
shady spot, a good loamy sol! with a 
bit ni leafmould mixed in and lots of 
moi.sture thiough the summer. ’Fhe 
big secret of sutres.s w ith this bulb la 
to get them planted early, preferably 
before the end of the month. 

I have written before about that 
little gem among bulb flowers. Cycia* 
men Neapolitanum. but I can’t resist 
getting in another plug for thes* 
hary little brothers of the big Persiaa 
houseplant ('yelamen. These bulba ^ 
like a rather meager diet of mi,xe<| 
sand and lea/mnund in tlielr planting 
site, with a bit of puherized llmi^ 
stone mixed in. An ideal spot Is one 
in full sun during the wint^ months 
but shaded in midsummer. 

The flowers appt'ar in the late 
fall and eaily winter, but the small, 
ivy shaped leaves delicately maiked 
with sliver is at its best in the spring, 
contrasting be.uiiifuUy v^jih the 
blooms of the scillas and grape !i>a- 
cinfhs. The bulbs, looking like little 
chunks of weathered eak. ate defi¬ 
nitely on the exp»msive Mdc. running 
around a dozen btit even a small 
planting will multiplv and naturalize 
at a very satisfaeiorv rate.

OTTAWA (CP)— Determin-. 
ing the orbit of a satellite In 
outer space is child’s play com-1 
pared with predicting the path 
of the north magnetic pole in 
the Canadian Arctic. 

Three scientists of the Do¬ 
minion observatory here have 
prepared a paper in which they 
calculate the pole at the begin¬ 
ning of 1960 will be at about 
74A degi^es noidkfc and abciut 
99.6 degrees west, a position in 
Viscount Melville Sound just 
south of Balhur-xt I.sland in the 
Arctic Acfhipelago. 

Dr. Kenneth Whitham. E. I. 
Loomer and EUwatd Daw.son 
estimate that the pole Is drift 
< ing north and slightly ea.st at 
a lale of about five miles a 
year. 

At the magnetic pule, an 
aiea lathei than a precise 
point, the earth's magnetic 
field is vertical and the dip¬ 
ping needle of a i-ranpass 
points toward Ihe centre of 


(he earth. This makes the i 
needle useless as a norizontal' 
direction Indicator. 

R. Cyenn Madill. chief of the 
geomagnetic divLsion of the 
Dominion observatory, says 
the long-term movement of 
the pole has its origin within 
the earth. 

The pole ai.HO moves around 
daily and Mr.-Aladill .says the 
daily fluctuations in position 
result from deformations in 
the magnetic field cau.sed hy 


solar activity in the earth's 
upper atmoNphere, 

The Whitham • Loomer Daw 
son team e.stimatea that the 
dally track of the dip pole 
may travel in an eclipse .10 to 
100 miles long and 18 to JSO 
miles wide depending on the 
amount of magnetic disturb¬ 
ance caused by the sun.

We all of us well kneaw that tremendous changes 
have taken place in the world. Gone, indeed, are the 
days when It took weeks to cross the ocean from one 
continent to the other or when a trip from Europe to 
America or from Asia to Africa, seemed a very com¬ 
plicated undertaking. 

The progress of modem technology has reduced our 
planet to a rather small place; it has even become, in 
this sense, quite congested.

MOSCOW (AP)->The Soviet 
Union Wednesday urged Com 
munist China and India to 
settle their border row and 
warned the We.st not to exploit 
the quarrel. 

The carefully-worded appeal. 
Issued by the official Soviet 
news agency Taas. avoided 
taking sides, but called the 
border incidents deplorable. 

The Tass statement, unat¬ 
tributed to any individual but 
obviously backed by the weight 
of Soviet government opinion, 
charged that ‘‘definite political 
quarters and the press” in 
Western countries, especially 
the United States, are trying 
to whip up a noisy campaign 
and drive a wedge between 
India and Communist China. 

Tass charged efforts were 
aimed at stirring up tension 
and “complicating the situa¬ 
tion" on the eve of Premier 
Khrushchev's trip to the U.S. 

The statement was issued 
shortly after the New China 
News Agency published the 
teat of a conciliatory note to 
Nrtuii from Premier Chou EH'

I have been told that the question of peace¬ 
ful co-existence of states with different social 
lystems is uppermost today in the minds ofi 
many Americans—and not only Americans. I 
The question of co-existence, particularly in 
our day, interests literally every man and 
woman on the globe. 

We all of us well know that tremendous changes 
have taken place In the world. Gone, indeed, are the 
days when it took weeks to cross the ocean from one 
continent to the other or when a trip from Europe to 
America, or from Asia to Africa, seemed a very com¬ 
plicated undertaking. 

The progress of modem technology has reduced our 
planet to a rather small place; it has even become, in 
(hia sense, quite congested 

Normal Relations Vital 

And if in ou' daily life it is a matter of considerable 
importance to establish normal relations with our neigh-1 
bors in a densely inhabited settlement, this is so much 
the more necessary in the relations between states; in 
particular, states bekmcing to different social systems. 

You may like your neighbor or dislike him. You 
are not obliged to be friends with him or visit him. 
But you Uve side by side, and what can you do if neither 
you nor he has any desire to quit the old home and move 
to another town? 

All the more so in relations between states. It would 
be unreasoruhle to assume that you can make it so hot 
for your undesirable neighbor that he will decide to 
move to Mars or Venus. And vice versa, of course. 

What, then, remains to be done? There may be two 
ways out: either war—and war in the rocket and H- 
bomb age is fraught with the most dire consequences 
for all nations—or peaceful co-existence. 

Both on Same Planet 


Whether you like your neighbor or not, nothing 
can be done about it, you have to find some way of I 
getting on with him, for you both live on one anil the 
mme planet. 

But the very concept of peaceful co-existence, it 
Is said, by its alleged complexity frightens certain people 
who have become unaccustomed to trusting their neigh¬ 
bors and who see a double bottom in each suitcase. 

People of this kind, on hearing the word "co-exist¬ 
ence," b^in to play around with it in one way and an¬ 
other, sizing it up and applying various yardsticks to 
tt. 

Isn’t it a fraud? Isn't It a trap? Does not co-exist- 
ence sisaify the division of the world into areas sep¬ 
arated by high fences, which do not communicate with 
each other? And what is going to happen behind those 
fences? 

The more such questiona are piled up artlflcially 
by the cold war mongers, the more difficult it is for the 
onlinary man to make head or tail of them. 

It would therefore be timely to rid the essence of 
this question of all superfluous elements and to at¬ 
tempt to look soberly at the most pressing problem of 
our day—the problem of peaceful competiaon. 

NEXTi “Let Ut Compete.’* 


MOSCOW (AP)—Th* .Soviet 
Union Wednesday urged Com¬ 
munist china and India to 
settle their border row and 
warned the West not to exploit 
the quarrel. 

The carefully worded appeal, 
issued by the official Soviet 
news agency Taas. avoided 
taking sides, but called the 
border incidents deplorable. 

The Tass statement, unat 
tributed to any Individual but 
obviously hacked by the weight 
of Soviet government opinion, 
charged that "definite politicaj 
quarters and the press" in 
Western countries, ^s^ially 
(he United States, are^ trying 
to whip up a noisy campaign 
and drive a wedge between 
India and Communist China. 

Tass charged efforts were 
aimed at stirring up tension 
and "complicating the situa¬ 
tion'* on the eve of Premier 
Khrushchev's trip to the U.S. 

The statement was Issued 
shortly after the New China 
News Agency published the
